Mr. B artlett, however, did not raise 
the point against the provisions m ak­ 
ing pensions under the act of 1890 re­ 
jected, suspended, or dismissed, and 
afterw ard allowed to date from their 
first application. 
It was announced in the debate th at 
bills covering the am endm ents ruled 
out would be reported from the invalid 
jensions committee. 
The pension bill, as passed, carries 
5141,325,820, about $50,000 less than the 
estim ate. 
The bill was passed about 
fifty days ahead of any previous pension 
I ppropriation bill. 
There wan a most unusual demon­ 
stration a t the opening of the session 
of the house.

W ashington, Jan. 18—The adminis­ 
tration has decided to send a hos­ 
tile fleet to Turkey to demand indem­ 
nity for the losses suffered by the 
American missionaries in the recent 
disturbances. 
The same will be co!- 
lected, the alternative being to open 
fire on the Turkish capital. 


W ashington, Jan. 18.—The president 
F riday sent a message to congress, call­ 
ing attention to 
the 
necessity 
for 
prom pt legislation in order to remove 
the lim itation of the tim e w ithin which 
suits may be brought by the govern­ 
m ent to annul unlawful or unauthor­ 
ized grants of public lands. 
By the act of March 3, 1887, the sec­ 
retary of the interior is directed to ad­ 
ju st the railroad land grants which 
m ay be unadjusted; and it is provided if 
it shall appear upon the completion of 
such adjustm ent or sooner th at the 
lands have been from any cause er­ 
roneously certified or patented by the 
United States to or for the use of a 
company claim ing under any of said 
grants, it shall be the duty of the sec­ 
retary of the interior to demand a re­ 
conveyance of the title to all lands so 
erroneously certified or patented; and 
o n failure of the company to make such 
reconveyance w ithin ninety days the 
attorney general is required to insti­ 
tu te and prosecute in the proper courts 
necessary proceedings to restore title 
to said lands to the United States. 
The demands made under this act 
have been numerous, and in some cases 
have resulted in the revestm ent of title 
to th e lands in the United States upon 
dem and; but in most cases the demand 
has been refused and suits have been 
necessary. In some of the grants, nota­ 
bly the corporation grants, the lack of 
surveys up to the present tim e has made 
th e completion of the work impossible. 
Decisions rendered by the interior 
departm ent in numerous conflicts have 
been carried into the courts. The con­ 
struction of the departm ent has gen­ 
erally been sustained when final de­ 
term ination has been reached, but many 
of the cases are still pending in the 
courts, not yet having been decided. 
Some of these cases, while involving 
im m ediately the title to only one partic­ 
ular tract, will, when decided, furnish 
a rule of construction to control the 
disposition of the title to thousands 
of acres of other lands in the same sit­ 
uation. 
Until the courts 
pass upon 
these questions, final adjustm ent can­ 
not be made. 
By section 8 of the act of March 3, 
1891, it is expressly enacted th a t suits 
by the United States to vacate and an­ 
nul any patent shall only be brought 
w ithin five years from the passage of 
this act. This period of five years will 
expire on March 3, 1896. Of course, no 
suit by the United States to secure the 
cancellation of a patent in this class 
of cases arfter th at date would be ef­ 
fective. Indeed, it is now too late to 
institute proceedings looking to any 
such suit, inasm uch as demand has to 
be first made on the company, and 
thereafter ninety days allowed for com­ 
pliance or refusal, in accordance with 
the act of March 3,1887. Before the ex­ 
piration of the period the statute would 
bar the right of recovery by the govern­ 
ment, and the benefits of anticipated 
favorable decisions of the courts would 
he lost, so far as they m ight determ ine 
the character and disposition of the 
grants sim ilar to those directly involved 
in pending cases. 
Legislation estab­ 
lishing lim itations against the right of 
the government to sue is an innovation 
not entirely consistent with the general 
history of the right of the government, 
for it has uniformly been held that time 
did not bar the sovereign power from 
the assertion of its rights. The govern­ 
m ent. the president says, should not be 
prevented from going into the courts to 
righ t w rongs perpetrated by its agents, 
or any other parties, and by which 
much of the public domain may be di­ 
verted from the people at large to cor­ 
porate uses. The message concludes; 
“In these circumstances, it seems to 
mo th at the act of 1891 should be so 
am ended as not 
to 
apply 
to 
suits 
brought to recover title to lands certi­ 
fied or patented on account of railroad 
or other grants. And I respectfully urge 
upon congress speedy action to the end 
suggested, so that the adjustm ent of 
these grants may proceed without the 
Interposition of a bar, through the lapse 
of time, against the right of recovery 
by the governm ent in proper cases.

TO A FFIR M M ONROE DO CTRINE. 


Sen ate F oreign A ffairs 
C o m m ittee 
W ill 


R ep ort D avis R esolu tion . 
W ashington, Jan. 17.—The senate 
committee on foreign relations was in 
session Friday. The only question be­ 
fore it was the legislative affirmation 
of the Monroe doctrine, and the discus­ 
sion proceeded upon the basis of a res­ 
olution Senator Davis had prepared un­ 
der the instructions of the committee. 
The term s of the resolution are known 
only to the members of the committee. 
It was voted to report the Davis resolu­ 
tion with a few verbal modifications 
suggested by the committee. It is un­ 
derstood th at the resolution will be pre­ 
sented to the senate on Monday. 
The most im portant feature is that 
which touches upon a new phase of 
the Venezuelan question; the report 
th at England and Venezuela may reach 
an agreem ent, and th at English money 
will settle the boundary dispute. The 
resolution declares th at in case bound­ 
ary disputes on the American continent 
between foreign governm ents are de­ 
ckled by arbitration, agreem ent, pur­ 
chase or in any m anner whatever, the 
United States shall be the sole judge as 
to whether the Monroe doctrine has 
been violated in such arbitration or 
agreement. In fact, it m eans th at arbi­ 
tration or agreem ent between foreign 
governments and governm ents on the 
American continent as to boundary 
lines cannot become binding or effective 
unless sanctioned by the United States, 
and that this governm ent is satisfied 
th at no part of the American continent 
has been ceded to a foreign power by 
such arbitration or agreem ent. 
This 
practically makes the United States the 
arbitrator between foreign governm ents 
and those of the American continent in 
all boundary disputes. 
The immediate effect of this resolu­ 
tion would be to prevent either France 
or England purchasing Cuba, and would 
prevent Venezuela adjusting her dis­ 
pute with England on a cash basis. 
There is little doubt that it will be 
favorably received by the senate. There 
is even less doubt th a t it will pass the 
house.

Populist Leaders Outlier to 
Convention Site. 
St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 18.—The national 
committee of Populists met at the Lin­ 
den hotel at IO o’clock Friday morning. 
The fixing of the basis of representation 
involved the committee hi an animated 
and acrimonious debate. Ignatius Don­ 
nelly wanted to so restrict representa­ 
tion this year as to have not over 1,200 
delegates in the convention. To arrive 
at this result Mr. Donnelly suggested 
as the basis of representation one dele­ 
gate from each congressional district 
in the United States, two delegates-at- 
large from each state, and in addition to 
these one delegate for each 1,000 Popu­ 
list votes polled in 1892 and one for 
each fraction thereof over 500. 
The 
basis of representation as finally adopt­ 
ed provides for a convention of 1,260 
delegates. 
“I don’t believe our next platform will 
be as voluminous or as radical on a 
number of issues as the Omaha plat­ 
form,” said Ignatius Donnelly. 
“The 
silver question will be the main issue of 
our campaign, and I expect it to be so 
declared by the platform. 
And if the 
two old parties declare for the single 
standard and 
nominate ‘gold huge,’ 
which they are almost certain to do, 
you will see us sweep 
the 
country. 
While we haven’t weakened the least 
bit in our contention for sub-treasuries 
and the government ownership of trans­ 
portation and telegraph lines yet, we 
will probably eliminate those planks 
from oar platform this year for the rea­ 
son that they represent policies or mat­ 
ters of legislative detail and not essen­ 
tial principles.” 
The executive committee went into 
executive session behind closed doors 
at 2 o’clock and consumed the entire 
afternoon in a discussion of the basis of 
representation. 
The evening was de­ 
voted to hearing the claim s of cities 
bidding for the national 
convention. 
St. Louis, Chicago, Indianapolis, Dallas, 
Milwaukee and Minneapolis are all as­ 
pirants, and a vote w ill he taken to-day. 
The date of the convention w ill prob­ 
ably be July 15, as a majority of the 
committee favor a short campaign. 
A proposition which raised mach dis­ 
cussion and enough opposition to defeat 
it was to empower the executive com­ 
mittee of the national committee 
to 
make arrangements with the Bimetallic 
league to hold its national convention 
at the same time and place decided up­ 
on for the national Populist convention. 
Senator Butler of North Carolina op­ 
posed it, claiming that 
such 
action 
would be demeaning to the Populists. 
He proposed that the Populist national 
committee decide upon the time and 
place of meeting, and then invite the 
Bimetallists and others Interested to 
meet at the same 
time.

Saree** of the Loan Assured. 
Washington, Jan. 18.—Treasury offi­ 
cials continue to express the belief that 
the success of the bond sale is already 
assured. It is now in their opinion only 
a question as to the amount of preminm 
that will be offered upon the bonds. 
And it seems probable from what can 
be gathered that the premium offered 
will be considerably in excess of the 
rates which Mr. Morgan proposed as 
the basis for the operation of this syn­ 
dicate. 
Every effort is being made by 
the treasury department to popularize 
the loan. The latest one is the circular 
from the comptroller of the currency to 
national banks, urging them to call the 
m atter to the attention of their custom­ 
ers, and offer them such facilities as 
are practicable for making 
subscrip­ 
tions to the loan itself. There seems a 
likelihood of pretty cordial co-operation 
on the part of the bankers. 


New Y’ork, Jan. IS.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s W eekly Review of Trade says: 
“The situation could hardly be more 
perplexing for business men. 
Practical 
m erchants, m anufacturers or bankers 
can have little sympathy for those who 
minimize their difficulties. None doubts 
that the government will raise money 
to meet obligations, but how far the 
money m arket will be disturbed or the 
treasury reserve first diminished none 
cqn say. 
The business world cannot 
know as yet how far foreign questions 
may upset calculations, though there 
seems every reason to expect peaceful 
settlem ent. It cannot know what may 
be the duties on any im portant class of 
im ports a month hence, whether im­ 
ports are likely to exceed exports and 
draw away gold, or whether the deficit 
of revenue will continue, or what other 
taxation will be levied. Failure of the 
senate, thus far, to take any action 
upon financial measures proposed by 
the president, or those passed by the 
bouse, affects unfavorably ail branches 
of business. 
Under such adverse cir­ 
cum stances it is actually encouraging 
th a t shrinkage in transactions and re­ 
sulting commercial disasters have not 
been greater. 
But four large failures 
w ithin a day or two indicate that the 
sam e condition cannot continue w ith­ 
out much em barrassm ent. 
“Speculation in products was not very 
active, and wheat was practically un­ 
changed, though A tlantic exports for 
two weeks, flour included, have been 
4,483,190 bushels, against 4,273,125 bush­ 
els last year. 
W estern receipts still 
m ake short-crop predictions ridiculous, 
am ounting for two weeks of January 
to 5,421,976 bushels, against 2,559,122 
bushels last year. 
Corn receipts were 
also liberal, and the exports were about 
five tim es those of last year’s. 
“Cotton receipts still indicate a yield 
neither a3 small as Mr. Neill’s reiterat­ 
ed estim ate of 6,500,000 bales nor as 
large as the 7,000,000 bales estim ated 
by others; but it is yet 10 be seen w heth­ 
er supplies held for better prices are of 
consequence.

The production is so far beyond the 
present demand for finished products 
th a t tem porary stoppage of many fur­ 
naces is expected. Yet pig iron is high­ 
er, Bessemer about 50 cents, and gray 
forge and anthracite 25 cents, although 
finished products are generally weaker 
with less demand. Controllers of coke 
and ore output are said to have agreed 
to m aintain prices above those of 1SD5 
which means dearer pig iron, but if 
orders for finished products do not m a­ 
terially increase the advance in m ate­ 
rials can hardly be m aintained. Minor 
m etals are weaker, with copper at 9.75 
cents, about 5,000 tons of lead at 
cents, and tin at 13 cents.

Washington, Jan. 
18—The British 
Admiralty baa cabled the state de- 
>srtmer t that the flying 
squadron 
will n ot enter American waters. 
Portsmouth, Bug., Jan. 18—The fir­ 
ing squadron, consisting of the battle­ 
ship Revenge, flagship, Rear Admiral 
Alfred T. Dale; the battleship Royal 
Oak, the first-class criusers G ibraltar 
and Theseus and the second-class cruis­ 
ers Charybdis and Hermione, together 
with six first-class torpedo boat de­ 
stroyers, assembled at Spithead at noon 
Friday. It is reported that the destinar- 
lion of this squadron, after leaving 
Bantry Bay, Ireland, will be the Ber­ 
mudas. 
The ships sail under sealed 
orders. 
Washington, Jan. IS.—The cable re­ 
ports 
from 
Portsm outh, 
England, 
whence the B ritish flying squadron is 
about to sail, th a t its destination may 
be the Bermudas cannot be confirmed 
in any official quarter here and the re­ 
port is taken w ith considerable allow­ 
ance. 
No inform ation on the subject 
has come to the departm ents or to the 
British embassy. 
It is doubted whether Great Britain 
would send such a powerful fleet into 
American waters a t this time, when its 
presence in forte sufficient to overcome 
our North Atlantic squadron almost 
certainly would be regarded as a hos­ 
tile demonstration certainly not called 
for as long as diplomacy has not yet ex­ 
hausted its resources in the settlem ent 
of the differences between the United 
States and Great B ritain. 
The Ber­ 
mudas, lying between 600 and 700 m iles 
off our coast, would afford an adm irable 
base of operations against any point 
from Cape Cod down to Key W est, and 
while the islands are part of the Brit­ 
ish Empire the assemblage of a power­ 
ful fleet there could not be regarded 
with indifference by the United States 
government, unless its presence was 
explained satisfactory.

Grrmt Britain Sent Them to Georgetown 
Soane Time A go. 
New York, Jan. 18.—A dispatch to 
the World from London says: 
“Your correspondent has heard from 
a seemingly reliable source, though it 
has not been published here, that three 
new Maxim guns were dispatched to 
Georgetown some time ago by order of 
the British government. These, if the 
story is true, were in addition to the 
two guns the British Guiana authori­ 
ties bought last November by the spe­ 
cial 
direction of Colonial 
Secretary 
Chamberlain. 
“The reports concerning the destina­ 
tion of the British flying squadron can­ 
not be more than the merest specula­ 
tion, as It sails under sealed orders* 
and even the admiral in command w ilt 
be in ignorance of his destination until 
the seal is broken at the prescribed dis­ 
tance from land. It is pretty generally 
admitted that after the squadron as­ 
sembles at Spithead and is inspected 
from Osborne by Queen Victoria, it will 
steam to Bantry Bay, Ireland. Beyond 
that there is no glimmering of authori­ 
tative information as to its objective 
point. It could make a course equally 
well for Cape Town, or Delagoa Bay, 
or the Caribbean Sea. 
“If the last named is its destination, 
it will be dispatched to some place, pos­ 
sibly Bermuda or Jamaica, from which 
it can conveniently combine with the 
war ships on the W est Indian station. 
“The ultimatum from Great Britain 
to Venezuela demanded paym ent of in­ 
demnity for the attack on the British 
Guiana police 
within 
three months. 
That ultimatnm has been delivered at 
least six weeks, probably longer, and no 
reply or offer of paym ent is yet known 
to have been made by the Venezuelan 
governm ent. In fact, it was stated by 
the Caracas correspondent of the W orld 
some w eek s ago th a t the V enezuelans 
insisted th a t the indem nity and the 
boundary questions should be treated 
as one, a proposition which if m ade to 
Great Britain would certainly be re­ 
jected. 
“These facts give color to the sug­ 
gestion that the trite object of the fly­ 
ing squadron is to operate against Ven­ 
ezuela, should she refuse to pay the in­ 
demnity demanded for the attack on 
the British colonial 
police. 
On the 
other hand, the British fleet now in the 
neighborhood of Venezuela 
is 
quite 
large enongh, as was proved at Corinto, 
to overawe any South American re­ 
public.”

age. except in less than thirty instances, 
that is sought for at the big quoted 
premiums. 
Pierced, 
plugged, badly 
worn, scratched coins, or 
those 
on 
which the dates are illegible, have no 
particular value. 
A perfectly uncircu­ 
lated cent of 1799 would easily bring 
$100, whereas a good cent of the same 
coin can be purchased for $10. 
For 
gold there is but a limited numismatic 
demand and the supply is greatly In 
excess of that demand. 
The douile 
eagle of 1849 is worth about $300. 
AU 
gold dollars are at a premium and ara 
worth from $1.20 to $1.40 each. 
Those 
dated 1863, 1864 and 
1865 command 
from $2.50 to $4 each and 1875, $8. Mos- 
numismatic transactions are in silvei 
coins. 
A dollar of 1804 is worth $400; 
a half dollar of 1797 brings $40 and a 
quarter of 1827 commands $40. The 
dime of 1804 is the most valuable, being 
worth $10 and the half-dime of 1802 
easily holds the record at $63. 
A large 
copper cent of 1799 would bring $25 and 
a half-cent of 1796 is in demand at $30.

"Representative George W 
Steele 
of Indiana, is not impressed with the 
importance of the services rendered 
by ‘Gen.’ Joseph B. Doe as assistant 
secretary of war. 
Major Steele is en­ 
gaged at present in shying a few clubs 
in the direction of General Doe, al­ 
though on the face of the movement 
the Indiana member has started, only 
the office of assistant secretary of war 
aa held by a civilian appointee is c In­ 
noxious to him. 
Major Steele intro­ 
duce I a resolution in the house call­ 
ing upon the secretary of war for an 
opinion whether after March 4, 1897, 
the duties of assistant secretary of 
war could not be more satisfactorily 
performed by the adjutant-general of 
the department or one of the com­ 
manding officers of the army. The 
suggestion was made by Mr. Cannon 
of Illinois, that the resolution should 
go to a committee, 
which 
cut off 
Steele's proposition that it be consid­ 
ered at once, and a few moments later 
the Indiana man withdrew the resolu­ 
tion. 
This afternoon in the course of 
some remarks on other matters per­ 
taining to the soldiers of war, Major 
Steele took occasion to speak of his 
resolution and incidentally sharply 
to criticise General Doe, 
tho pres­ 
eat assistant secretary of war. 


H um iliating to Arm y Officer*. 
"M ajor Steele said it was humilia 
Mon for old army officers to have their 
affairs passed upon by a man who had 
no more experience than militia ser­ 
vice afforded, and he added that with 
the large number of experienced sol­ 
diers in and out of the army he 
thought the 
position of assistant 
secretary of war could be better filled 
and would give more satisfaction if 
filled by an old soldier. Major Steele 
served throughout the war, being mus­ 
tered 
out 
as 
a 
lieutenant- 
colonel, and he immediately entered 
the regular army, 
serving for ten 
years. 
He served four terms in con­ 
gress prior to 
I SOO, and is now a 
member of the committee on military 
affairs. 
His attitude towards General 
Doe and towards the office of assist­ 
ant secretary of war, filled 
by a 
civilian, is believed to have been taken 
aa an expression of the fteliog in the 
army toward General Doe, and among 
the old soldiers generally. 


Want* 
No Civilian. 
"B ut he has only sought up to this 
time to obtain an expression from the 
secretary of war as to the wisdom of 
keeping in the office of assistant sec­ 
retary a civilian after the close of the 
present term. 
It is related by those 
who should have information on the 
subject that Steele'6 action is based in 
some measure also upon a feeling 
toward Doe which was e n g ird e d ,as is 
claimed, by some slighting remarks 
Doe is alleged to have made respecting 
the board of managers of the National 
soldiers' homes, of which board Steele 
is a member. But Steele's action thus 
far is directed only to securing an ex­ 
pression from the secretary of war as 
to the advisability of longer continu­ 
ing the policy of appointing a civilian 
to the office which was created by the 
the Fifty-first congress.

Judge Phelps, of

Court, evidently proposes to run his 
business to suit himself, aud assures 
the county board that any attem pt to 
dictate, as to what he shall or bball 
not do in the matter of sentencing cer­ 
tain prisoners, will bo futile. 
His re­ 
ply to Clerk Mclutyre to the resolution 
passed by the county board, was as 
follows:

W. J. McI n t y r e, County Cl e u k , Recs 
County— De a r S ir :—Receipt of certi­ 
fied copy of 
resolution of County 
Board introduced at its late session by 
Supervisor H. 
A. Egerton, alleging 
that the judge of the Municipal Court 
is sentencing a certain class of va­ 
grants to the poor house for terms of 
from two to six months each, and re­ 
solving condemnation of the practice 
as being unjust to the tax-plyers of 
Rock county, and to the honest poor 
who are inmates of Bald Poor House, is 
hereby acknowledged, aud the same 
is placed on file, and shall have due 
consideration. Here I might well say, 
yours truly, sign my name, and attend 
to business. 
However I am now ready to assure 
the boaid of supervisors and 
the 
honest poor, inmates of the county 
house, the tax payers, and all others, 
that the judge of the municipal court 
will in tne future as in the past render 
such judgment and sentence in every 
case brought before him as shall ap­ 
pear to nim after doe consideration 
just to the accused and most conducive 
to the peace aud dignity of the state. 
That is not only his prerogative, but 
imperative duty. 
Therefore, so far as the resolution 
of the board of supervisors assumes to 
dictate to the court what its sentences 
shall be, or shall not be, in any 
or class of cases, it is futile. 
However, the juage of the munici­ 
pal court is ready t:> cooperate with 
tho board of supervisors in any legiti­ 
mate 
effort to abate 
the tramp 
and 
vagrant 
nuisance, 
and 
the 
expense to tho tax-payers arising 
therefrom. 
But he believes that the 
same will be more speedily abated by 
the Board of Supervisors exercising 
the power given It by Chapter 290 
laws of 1895, than it will by resolu­ 
tions of tho board condemning the 
practice of the courts and its officers.

She Is Still th * Most Denselv Populated 


State In the Union. 
The census recently taken of the in­ 
habitants of little Rhode Island pre­ 
serves the state’s 
claim, 
which, al­ 
though often disputed, has not been 
overcome for more than a century, of 
being the most thickly populated state 
in the union. 
Rhode Island is the 
smallest of the states in respect of 
area, covering only 1,300 square miles, 
while Delaware has only 2,100, Connect­ 
icut 4,700 and New Jersey 8,300. 
But fi 
the poulation of the state is in excess 
of 350,000 and increasing rapidly. Dur­ 
ing the first twenty years following the 
revolutionary war Rhode Island, which 
became a state in 1790, gained very lit­ 
tle in population, and in the year 1S60 
the total population reached only 175,- 
000, or less than half of what it is to­ 
day. 
W ith the enormous increase of 
manufactures, 
however, 
during 
and 
since the close of the war, the indus­ 
trial population of the union’s sm all­ 
est state, which now has $40,000,000 
invested in the cotton factories, and as 
much more in woolen mills, has taken 
a rapid jum p upward. Since the taking 
of the first federal 
census in 1790, 
when there were on the average sixty- 
three persons to the square mile in 
Rhode Island, until the present, when 
the average num ber is 354, the state 
has retained its distinction of being 
.he most closely
